specifying unit. 

Claim 20 (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 15, further comprising 
receiving information about the position of a pointing device and generating first graphics 

representing a point pointed out by #ie a pointing member, based on the position of the pointing 

device. 

Claim 27 (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 15, wherein the view 
displayed at the remote site comprises the environment of the local site and the overlaid graphics 
seen from aw a visual angle that depends on the remote position and orientation specified in the 
remote site and the view displayed in the local site comprises the environment of the local site 
and the overlaid graphics seen from aa a visual angle that depends on the local position and 
orientation specified in the local site. 

Claim 31 (Currently Amended) The system according to claim 11, further comprising a 
handheld display device comprising ^ a display member and the camera.
